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The Michaelmas Term 
of Ridley's 99th year has 
been slightly wetter than our 
past two unusually warm 
and dry autumns. Yet it has 
been quite remarkable in 
several ways. The greatest 
single event of the fall has 
been the gradual emergence, 
out of the Niagara gumbo 
clay under B-squad, of the 
foundations of the 2nd Cen- 
tury arts, science and theatre 
building. If the steel arrives 
when promised, and if there 
are no other major material 
delays, or strikes, we hope 
very much to be able to use 
this building in the latter 
part of the 1988-89 school 
year. With its new science 
and lab facilities for our en- 
tire science programme, new 
art facilities, new class- 
rooms built from the ground 
up as computer rooms, new 
art studios replete with kiln, 
electronic media rooms, and 
improved photo lab, it will 
be an outstanding contribu- 
tion to our programme. 

The Board of Govern- 
ors at their annual meeting 
on the eve of Association 
Weekend resolved that the 
south (science) wing will 


bear the name of a still- 
anonymous donor and that 
the north (computer and art) 
wing will be known as the 
Frederick Ashbaugh Wing 
after Fred Ashbaugh '22, 
who kicked off the 2nd Cen- 
tury Campaign 3 years ago 
with a million-dollar dona- 
tion, and whose will, now in 
probate, has given us over 
$500,000 more. Also at 
that meeting, President 
McKeough announced that 
Mr. Hubert T. Mandeville 
‘40, who has already gener- 
ously contributed his chal- 
lenge grant for the Mande- 
ville Maintenance Fund for 
the new building, has agreed 
to donate another large sum 
with the understanding that 
the theatre wing will be ful- 
ly completed. Thus the thea- 
tre and auditorium will be 
named in honour of Mr. 
Mandeville's father. 

The school opened with 
437 students (5 of them ex- 
change students from France, 
England, and Scotland) in 
grades 10 through 13, and 
163 students in grades 5 
through 9, making a grand 
total of the largest enrolment 
in Ridley's history: 600 stu- 


dents. The major increase 
over last year is 15 more day 
Students in grades 5 through 
ee emsi7em Orel pper 
School has remained rela- 
tively the same for the last 
three years. No less than 
219 of our students are fe- 
male, making them roughly 
37% of the Ridley student 
body. 

Some new departures 
have worked well during 
these first two months of 
the school year. The new 
girls’ Upper School house in 
Mandeville Wing of Lower 
School has worked extreme- 
ly well, as has the expedient 
of rooming the grades 8 and 
9 girl boarders in among the 
grade 10 through 13 girls in 
four girl dorms. The over- 
crowding in the Upper 
School Great Hall has been 
alleviated at formal lunches 
by having 50 Upper School 
students eat in the Lower 
School Dining Hall. A- 
squad has held up well after 
the laying down of new 
drainage tile in July. A new 
"Extra-curricular Thursday" 
programme, in which no 
athletic practices are held on 
that afternoon, has worked 








well to date, and has certain- 
ly not hurt our teams. 

A salient aspect of the 
fall of 1987 has been the 
outstanding record of Ridley 
athletic teams at all levels. 
First football bounced back 
from a no-win season in the 
fall of 1986 to four wins and 
two losses and second place 
in the ISAA. Second foot- 
ball had an even better sea- 
son with a 7 and 1 record. 
Under-sixteen football had a 
great season with 6 wins and 
2 losses. Under-fifteen foot- 
ball had 5 wins, 1 tie, and 1 
loss. Girls' first field hock- 
ey won, for the first time in 
history, the SOSSA Zone 
IV championship, and ad- 
vanced to the SOSSA finals 
where they unfortunately 
lost in double overtime. 
Second field hockey, playing 
its first full schedule, had a 
winning season with 3 wins, 
1 tie, and 3 losses. First 
soccer, with a record of 6 
wins, 3 ties, and 2 losses, 
made it into the ISAA semi- 
finals, to set themselves 
confidently up for their tour 
of Bermuda during the 4th 
Dimension and mid-term. 
Second soccer's record was 4 





wins, 2 ties, 3 losses; and 
under-sixteen soccer had an 
extremely fine season with 9 


wins and 2 losses. Girls’ 
swimming had a winning 
season (4 wins and 1 loss) 
and set two new pool 
records. Girls’ basketball, 
playing in the tough compe- 
tition of the city high 
school league, had a record 
of 4 wins and 6 losses. Har- 
riers, both boys and girls, 
won the SOSSA, Zone IV 
junior girls' and senior 
boys’; at the SOSSA finals 
they won junior girls’ and 
junior boys’, plus the senior 
boys’ team championship; 
and they sent more runners 
into the Ontario finals than 
ever in the history of the 
School. No one can remem- 
ber such a fine overall ath- 
letic fall for Ridley. A 
pleasant thought is that al- 
most all these teams are rel- 
atively young with a strong 
nucleus, indeed majority, of 
starters returning next year. 

In the middle of the first 
week of November, Ridley 
became inadvertently caught 
up in a rush of media atten- 
tion focusing on the deci- 
sion by the Board of Gov- 


ermors and the school admin- 
istration to formulate a poli- 
cy on AIDS. This well- 
intentioned effort to respon- 
sibly plan policy before be- 
ing confronted with a specif- 
ic problem placed us in the 
surprisingly lonely position 
of being one of the few 
schools at any stage of de- 
veloping a policy--and thus 
we were the focus of many 
media questions. Caught in 
mid-stream, the school had 
two choices: talk to the me- 
dia in a generally open and 
frank way; or stonewall and 
claim that it was nobody's 
business what our policy 
was before it was firmly in 
place. For better or for 
worse, the course which we 
chose to steer was an open 
one, and to date it is our im- 
pression that this has gener- 
ally redounded to the benefit 
of the school. 

The school's current third 
draft of a proposed AIDS 
policy is, as has been gener- 
ally accurately described in 
the press and on television 
(though not always on local 
radio), a middle-of-the-road 
position which takes neither 
an extremely conservative, 
defensive posture(such as 
mandatory testing for every- 
one) or a laissez faire and 
accepting stance on the pres- 
ence of AIDS antibodies or 
infection in anyone on our 
campus. We continue to 
feel that certain applicants 
(such as hemophiliacs who 
have had transfusions) may 
justifiably be required to take 
a test for AIDS antibodies. 
Certainly, anyone enrolled in 
the school who shows 


symptoms which the school 
medical director feels might 
be indicative of the active 
AIDS syndrome must be 
tested--and should that per- 
son test positive over repeat- 
ed testings, that situation 
must by law be reported to 
the local public health offi- 
cer who is then required by 
law to “trace all contacts" of 
that person. 

Greatest difficulties lie 
not with testing but with de- 
ciding what to do with a stu- 
dent, faculty, or support 
staff member already within 
our school family who tests 
positive for AIDS antibod- 
ies. Whatever the final 
wording of our policy, it 
will clearly reassert the al- 
ready existing policy of the 
school to require medical 
leave or withdrawal in some 
situations. We hope to bal- 
ance the school's legitimate 
right to protect itself under 
the contractual law which 
governs independent school 
relations with students and 
parents, while honouring the 
Christian and humane spirit 
of our heritage. 

The media spotlight has 
had the positive effect of 
sharpening the focus of in- 
ternal discussion and has in- 
creased worthwhile exchange 
of information and education 
within our entire school 
community. I would em- 
phasize to all members of 
the Ridley family that the 
decision to formulate an 
AIDS policy was not based 
either on a fear by the Board 
or the administration that 
there was imminent danger 
within our school, or on 














pressure from parents with 
worries and concerns. In any 
event, it has all been a gen- 
erally salutary learning ex- 
perience for us. The Board 
of Governors will be receiv- 
ing a draft proposal on 2 De- 
cember, but will probably 
need time thereafter to con- 
sider final policy carefully. 
A quite different event 
of this fall was the an- 
nouncement in mid- 
September by The Reverend 
Donald P. Hunt that this 
would be his last year as 
Headmaster of Ridley Lower 
School. Don and Nancy 
have served the School ex- 
tremely well for 26 years, 
first of all with Don as 
Chaplain of the College, and 
then for the past 10 years 
with him as Headmaster of 
Lower School. Their depar- 
ture will leave a large gap in 
our family here on the cam- 
pus. I am pleased that just 
this year we have hired their 
son Stephen as a member of 
our Computer Science De- 
partment, so the Hunt fami- 
ly will continue to be close- 
ly associated with Ridley. I 
know that all former stu- 
dents of Don and Nancy in 
Lower School and parents of 
former Lower Schoolers will 
be expressing their thanks 
and appreciation to Don and 
Nancy in many ways 
throughout this year. 

I am off to Bermuda for 
admission interviews, a 
branch meeting, and hopeful- 
ly some soccer wins for our 
boys' first soccer team. I 
will be giving free moped 
lessons while there.

Mile Creek, features a ropes 
and cables series of challeng- 
es for both individual and 
team activity. Installed by 
Peter and Jody Quill of Ad- 
venture Works, Inc. of Mas- 
sachusetts in early summer, 
it has been used by the Rid- 
ley PHE Department for fa- 
miliarization instruction by 
Peter Quill Aug. 31--Sept. 
3, and by the faculty and pre- 
fects as part of this year's or- 
ientation. It will be used as 
an integral part of the Physi- 
cal Education programme be- 
low grade 12, and by Sports 
Ridley in the summers. Paid 
for in great part by Sports 
Ridley, acquisition was 
pushed by Mike Hazell as a 
parting "gift" to the School. 

Significant Renova- 
tions over the Summer 
included Mandeville 2 and 
the third floor front of Lower 
School to provide accomoda- 
tions for a full Upper School 
girls’ house with grade 8 and 
9 girl boarders; as of the end 
of the school year '87 only 
half of a girls’ house was 
planned in Mandeville, but 
the enrolment situation in 
early July caused the Head- 





master to recommend to the 
Board of Governors that US 
boarding girl numbers be in- 
creased, and the renovated 
space doubled. 

The new "A" squad field 
drainage tiling accounts for 
less than ideal surfaces for 
this fall, and some reshuf- 
fling of sports usage, short 
term. The School House 
stairwell and corridors had 
some facelifting, and 3rd flat 
has new rugs, as does Goo- 
derham East, including car- 
peting of the notorious 
"back stairs." An excavation 
of the west wall outside the 
"Garden Apartments" of G. 
East has supposedly cured 
some of the dampness prob- 
lems so beloved by previous 
denizens. The Merritt 
House washrooms have been 
redone, along with a host of 
other minor renovations, 
such as the rewiring of the 
Headmaster's house for the 
first time since 1922, and 
the re-roofing of the LS 
dome.

The boys of the Lower 
School all reside in Leonard 
House this year. Mr. Mike 
Rattenbury has relocated in 
the apartment on the third 
floor of the House, and min- 
isters to the grades 5 
through 8 boy boarders. On 
the second floor, the grade 
nine boys live under the 
watchful eye of Mr. Chris 
Loat. A new 
classroom on the 
first floor of the 
House was con- 
structed out of an 
existing com- 
mon room to ac- 
comodate the 
grade five Mag- 
net Programme. 
This new pro- 
gramme is now 
in full swing. 
Eleven eager stu- 
dents have al- 
ready completed 
their first suc- 
cessful "voyage" 
to Camp Wana- 
kita in Halibur- 
ton. 


At the time of writ- 
ing, the school year is seven 
weeks old, and we are com- 
fortably full.

Our other teams this fall, 
be they soccer, football, har- 
riers, squash, swimming, 
field hockey, or basketball, 
have all experienced varying 
degrees of success to date. 
At any rate, we are all keep- 
ing busy. 

We welcome Mr. 
Kerry Martin back after a 
year's teaching exchange in 
Melbourne, Australia. New 
faces in the Lower School 
halls this year include Miss 
Judith Ainsworth, Mr. Geoff 
Park, Mr. Stephen Hunt, 
and Mrs. Karen Rickers. The 
junior master from St. Cath- 
arines, Paul O'Rourke, is 
back for another year. He 
is joined for the first term 
only by Julian Brooks of 
Eton College in England. 

So life in the Lower 
School rolls on.

A Tribute to 
Carl Dorland

When Carl Dorland took 
up his duties at Ridley in 
September of 1961, he 
taught Science and Geogra- 
phy and later became Head 
of the Geography Depart- 
ment. He also introduced the 
first health course at Ridley 
and taught this subject from 
grade six to grade twelve, 
making him one of the earli- 
est crossover teachers and a 
pioneer in the integration of 
the Upper and Lower 
Schools. Carl also served as 
Assistant Housemaster in 
Merritt House for six years 
before becoming Housemas- 
ter from 1967 until 1972. 
Departing from the grounds 
for three years, he then re- 
turned to be an Assistant 
Housemaster in Merritt, un- 
der Mr. Silver, until his re- 
tirement last summer. 


Carl has spent twenty-five 
years as a teacher in the 
classroom and twenty-two

years as a resident master in 
Merritt House, one of the 
longest associations of any 
master with a particular 
house. In both capacities, 
his hallmark has been his 
compassion and enthusiasm. 
His door has always been 
open to the student who 
needed extra help or had a 
personal problem that re- 
quired a fatherly ear. His 
ability to listen to students, 
to empathize with them, and 
not to be judgemental, has 
endeared him to a generation 
of Ridleians. 


Carl Dorland has played a 
major role in the athletic 
program at Ridley. He 
coached the first basketball 
to numerous LBF champi- 
onships during the '60s. The 
Standard Basketball Tourna- 
ment was founded by Carl in 
1963 and his team was the 
winner that year. Also, for 
many years, he coached the 
second football team and the 
track team. In the last few 
years, he has been the men- 
tor of the girls' second bas- 
ketball team. 


With the growing interest 
in rowing at Ridley in the 
last two decades, two names 
have emerged as synony- 
mous with this. sport: 
Campbell and Dorland. 
While the former is more 
high profile, Carl Dorland 
has been the man behind the 
scenes, the manager, orga- 
nizer, and promoter. He has 
chaperoned rowing teams to 
Philadelphia, Princeton, and, 
on eight occasions, to the 
Henley in England. These 
Ridley crews have brought 


much credit to the school, 
not only because of their 
prowess on the water, but 
also, equally as important, 
because of the standard of 
conduct, dress, and sports- 
manship that Carl has de- 
manded of 
them over the 
years. 


Nor has 
Carl's involve- 
ment in row- 
ing been only 
at the school. 
He was a 
founding mem- 
ber of the Rid- 
ley College 
Boat Club and 
has been its 
perennial secretary since its 
inception in 1972. The Dor- 
land boys, Scott, Paul and 
Jason, have all rowed on the 
Ridley Heavy Eight and have 
rowed with the National 
team. Carl has been Mr. 
Rowing at Ridley, and his 
family must be the First 
Family of Rowing at the 
school and one of the best- 
known rowing families in 
St. Catharines. 


When Carl arrived, Rid- 
ley had little or no involve- 
ment with the city of St. 
Catharines or with local 
schools. Today, our involv- 
ment in the regional high 
school athletic program, the 
Ridley Singers and other 
musical groups, the Barns- 
dale School work project, 
and the widespread use of our 
facilities by city teams and 
organizers, all attest to the 
symbiotic relationship that 
has evolved between Ridley 





and the local community. 
No one can take greater cred- 
it for this development than 
Carl Dorland. 


Through his years at Rid- 
ley, Carl has had the 
strength and 
support of his 
lovely wife El- 
eanor. Eleanor 
has been the 
perfect com- 
panion to a 
man she readi- 
ly acknowledg- 
es to be a char- 
acter. Who 
else would 
transport the 
Ridley choir to 
the Public Li- 
brary to serenade his wife on 
her birthday? Who else 
would throw a party for all 
the business and support 
staff at Ridley before his re- 
tirement to thank them for 
their assistance during his 
career at Ridley? As one of 
his friends said, "Skeet is an 
original, a one-of-a-kind per- 
son," and all who know him 
will support this verdict. 


Ridley students, staff and 
parents have had the great 
good fortune to know Carl 
and Eleanor Dorland. They 
both exemplify all the val- 
ues and qualities Ridley 
stands for: integrity, toler- 
ance, commitment and ser- 
vice to others. 

We at Ridley wish them a 
long and happy retirement 
and hope that they will visit 
us regularly from their home 
across the canal. As Carl 
says, he will "only be a 
cricket throw away."

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On 16 September 1987, the Ridley College Board of Governors approved a new target of 13.6 million dollars for the 2nd Century 
Campaign. Eight million dollars have been designated to the new building which will include a fully finished and equipped theatre, and 5 
million dollars have been preserved for endowment with another .6 million dollars for expenses (one endowed chair of $500,000 has been 

7" deferred). 


When | last reported to you in the July Tiger, the completion of the theatre was in doubt because of the 9 million dollar estimate for 
the new building; the Board was unwilling to increase the campaign goal at that time, but, since that date, three positive and encourag- 
___ ing things have happened. First, four Board members have made substantial second gifts to the campaign--in some cases more than 
. doubling their original contributions--so that the monies in or pledged to the campaign now stand at 11.5 million dollars. Secondly, the 
architects, the contractor, and the building committee have reworked the design of the building without compromising the quality of its 
construction. These efforts have resulted in projected cost savings of over one million dollars. Thirdly, Mr. H. T. Mandeville '40 has 
made a second substantial gift to the campaign to ensure the completion of the new theatre auditorium which will be named The Ernest 
Mandeville Theatre/Auditorium in memory of his father. 


In light of these generous second gifts and the cost reduction, the Board of Governors has made the decision to increase the 2nd 
Century goal to 13.6 million dollars and to complete and equip the theatre in this phase of the construction at a total cost, including 
equipment and furnishings, of 8 million dollars. 


Construction by Newman Brothers began on the site in early August in the hope that it will be far enough advanced by the time snow 
flies to allow for internal construction to proceed during the winter. Completion date is scheduled for December 1988, with occupancy 
by the school in January of 1989, our Centennial year. 


At this stage of the campaign, over 10.5 million of the 11.5 million dollars raised have been donated or pledged by members of the 
Ridley family. Foundations and corporations account for less than 1 million dollars. As we enter our 99th year, all Ridleians can take 
pride in this evidence of their independent entrepreneurial spirit.

GREETINGS FROM THE 
CONSTRUCTION SITE 


To many people outside the construction 
industry, the erection of a large building is 
something of a mystery. It may come as a 
surprise to these people to know that it is 
also a mystery to the vast majority of the 
people inside the construction industry! My 
task over the coming months will be to ‘lift 
the veil of secrecy’ and shed some light on 
the personalities and processes that will 
bring the project to a satisfactory comple- 
tion, on time and on budget. 

The most important person from the time 
the project starts on site until the time it is 
handed over to the client is the construction 
superintendent. On this project Ezio An- 
toucci of Newman Bros. is our superinten- 
dent. 

THE CONSTRUCTION PROCESS 

After all of the design and tender phases 
have been successfully negotiated, all that 
remains is to translate thousands of draw- 
ings and specification sheets into the steel, 
glass, bricks and mortar that will be our 
Second Century Building. In order to do 
this we need the following: 

THE GENERAL CONTRACTOR--In this 
case it happens to be Newman Bros. Their 
job is to provide leadership and direction to 


the entire construction team. It is their task 
to set out the dimensions of the project, co- 
ordinate the work of all of the various sub- 
contractors and suppliers, and provide all 
of the logistical back-up with regard to 
construction schedules and costing. New- 
man Bros. have also undertaken to use their 
own forces to execute the concrete work. 
THE SUBCONTRACTORS AND SUPPLI- 
ERS--Legions of firms, both large and 
small, will have played their part in the pro- 
cess by the time the building is completed. 
The major subcontractors include: 

MECHANICAL--Under this subcontract 
are included drainage, plumbing, _ heating, 
ventilation and air conditioning. 

ELECTRICAL--This work encompasses 
all of the electrical installations and also 
modifications to Ridley's power distribu- 
tion network of transformers and under- 
ground cables. 

STRUCTURAL STEEL--Despite the 
external appearance of masonry, this build- 
ing is in reality a steel-framed structure, 
and as such this subcontract plays a crucial 
role in the early phases of construction. 

MASONRY--The choice of brick and the 
quality of execution of the masonry con- 
struction will be fundamental to the success 
of this building. The list could go on to in- 
clude drywall, roofing, sprinklers, flooring 
etc., etc.. 

THE CONSULTANTS--Headed by the ar- 
chitectural firm of Moffat, Kinoshita Asso- 
Ciates Incorporated, the list includes Rob- 
ert Halsall and Associates (structural 
engineers), The Mitchell Partnership (me- 
chanical engineers) and Ellard /Wilson(elec- 
trical engineers). Along with the main con- 
sultant team there are many sub- 
consultants, too numerous to list, but cov- 
ering such disciplines as theatre, accous- 


tics, testing and inspection. It is under this 
heading that | would classify my own role of 
Project Manager/ Client's Representative 
on site. My main task is to interface be- 
tween the general contractor, the consul- 
tant team, and the Building Liaison Commit- 
tee of the School. My secondary task is to 
monitor the construction being undertaken, 
and, in consultation with the general con- 
tractor, constantly to examine cost saving 
measures. 

THE BUILDING LIAISON COMMITTEE-- 
Headed by one of our Governors, Mr. lan F. 
Kennedy, this committee has, in one form or 
another, been involved in the project from 
its inception. The constitution of the com- 
mittee reflects the need to represent all 
factions of the school from faculty involve- 
ment through to financial management, and 
contains teachers, Board Members, Adviso- 
ry Board Members and administrators. This 
committee reports directly to the Board of 
Governors of Ridley College. 


PROGRESS TO DATE 
With the frosty mornings on the construc- 
tion site come plaid flannel shirts, woolly hat 
liners, insulated work boots and lots of 
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MUD! (| am really surprised that our super 
entrepreneur, John MacAulay, has not made 
me an offer for the exclusive rights to mar- 
ket "Second Century Mud"! ) 

The concrete walls forming the basement 
of the auditorium which will house the Music 
Department are almost complete, even to 
the extent that Mr Mitchell's office window 
Opening is clearly visible (if you know where 
to look). The foundations for the two- 
storey classroom wings running parallel to 
the Cricket Shed Road have been formed 
for some time and sit amid the activity, 
waiting patiently for the steel columns to 
arrive--an event which will undoubtedly fo- 
cus the attention of all Ridley. 

The HVAC (Heating, Ventilating and Air 
Conditioning) subcontractor has already 
laid floor drains under the classroom wings 
and connected the storm water drainage 
pipes into the 96-inch diameter main sewer 
that crosses the Ridley campus near the 
end of the Griffith Gymnasium. 

In the next few weeks there will be a flurry 
of activity as the structural steel arrives. 
After the steel is erected, the masons will 
then follow along with the concrete block 
enclosure, which is essential to provide pro- 
tection for efficient working conditions in 
the cold winter months ahead. The final 
Cladding of clay face brick will not be con- 
structed until the milder spring weather. 

At the recent Association Weekend | con- 
ducted some ‘old boys' on a mini-tour of the 
construction site. One of the ‘old boys’ 
asked me what the design strength of the 
mix for the concrete walls was, expressed 
in MPa. At this point in the proceedings | 
knew that | had to stick to the facts and go 
lightly on the public relations. 

| hope to keep you informed as the months 
go by with progress updates, photographs 
and perhaps even a sketch or two.

CLASS ACTS 


Something unusual and exciting is happening 
with Ridley Giving. Almost as an after- 
thought, alumni were offered a chance to 
participate in the 2nd Century Campaign 
by adopting projects in their reunion years 
leading up to the School's Centennial in 
1989. What started off as a small-scale 
endeavour has, through the enthusiasm of 
the Ridley alumni, blossomed into something 
truly remarkable. We had hoped to estab- 
lish a few scholarships and, perhaps, buy a 
computer or two, raising in all a modest 
$175,000 over five years. We will probably 
hit that target less than halfway through 
the campaign. Classes have seized the op- 
portunity to commemorate their anniver- 
sary years by presenting gifts to the 
School. 

The most popular projects to date have 
been scholarships. The Ridley Foundation 
has set aside funds to match amounts 
raised for scholarship endowments. If a 
class raises a minimum of $7,500, an amount 
within the reach of many classes, the Foun- 
dation will donate an equivalent amount to a 
maximum of $50,000 to fund the scholar- 
ship. This matching device has provided a 
great incentive to a number of classes 
which, in turn, have found alumni within the 
Class who are prepared to provide matching 
gifts themselves. So, for instance, if a 
class raises $8,000, the alumni would match 
the class gift with an additional $8,000 
with the Foundation matching both gifts 
with $16,000. This is exponential giving! 
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Not all projects center around scholarships. 
Reunion Giving, particularly for classes 
which have recently graduated, is an oppor- 
tunity to increase alumni participation. 
There have been a number of other imagina- 
tive projects as well. Listed here are some 
of the more notable projects and accom- 
plishments to date: 
Class of '36--Had a 78% participation rate 
in their reunion year. 
Class of '45--Raised $7,500 for a match- 
ing scholarship. 
Class of '46--Raised $5,000, an increase 
of 159% over their usual gift. 
Class of '51--Through great perseverance 
raised $7,500 for a scholarship and 
achieved a participation rate of 64%. 
Class of '55--Raised funds for a computer 
for the new Science Labs. 
Class of '56--Undertook to landscape the 
grounds around the Chapel.

Obituaries 


GEOFFREY R. MARANT '14 


G. R. (Geoff) Marani, who died on 3 August 1987, was 
born in Toronto but lived in Vancouver until about 1900. He 
was educated at the Model School in Toronto and Ridley Col- 
lege in St. Catharines where he became a prefect and a captain 
of 1st Football and Cricket and 2nd Hockey teams and a com- 
mander of the Cadet Corps. He was a member of the original 
Ridley Dramatic Club and took leading parts in some of its 
early plays. He also produced a number of drawings for 
ACTA. 

He entered U of T in 1914 but left after a few months to 
join the army, transferring later to the 48th Highlanders, 
where he qualified as a Lieutenant and went overseas with a 
unit of that regiment. When his battalion was later broken up 
in England, he went to the 42nd battalion (Black Watch) in 
the 3rd Canadian division until he was wounded at Parvillers, 
in August 1918, at the end of the advance from Amiens. 

In December, he returned to Canada and, on his discharge 
early in 1919, joined the new Toronto office of the National 
City Co. where he dealt mainly with institutional accounts. 
He also re-joined the reorganized 48th and was the pitcher for 
its team in the Garrison Officers Indoor Baseball League when 
it won its first championship after the war. They also beat 
his old comrades, the Black Watch from Montreal, who had 
won the similar title in their league the same year. He retired 
from the militia soon after, because of illness. 

In 1923 he married Vera Thom, from Quebec City, and in 
1933 he joined the newly-formed firm of Harris, Ramsay & 
Co., investment dealers, and later became a partner in that 
firm. About that time he formed one of the early investment 
clubs, the "Marani Syndicate," which operated successfully 
until about 1941 when it was decided to wind it up as a num- 
ber of its members had become involved in the war effort and 
were moved to other parts of the country or abroad. 

In the Second War he returned to the 48th and, after qualify- 
ing as a Captain, commanded a company in the 2nd (Reserve) 
battalion and organized the light machine-gun training of that 
unit and its affiliated Rotary Cadets. 


In 1949 he joined the brokerage firm of Osler & Hammond, 
control of which had recently been acquired by Harris & Part- 
ners Ltd. On his retirement, in 1969, he continued as co- 
executor or co-trustee of some estates and trusts. 


He was a member of Grace Church-on-the-Hill, where he 
served a term on its advisory board, Ionic Lodge, Kappa Al- 
pha Society, a life member of the 48th Highlanders Officers 
Association, and an honorary life-member of the University 
Club of Toronto. 


He is survived by his widow, Vera, a daughter, Mrs. Sheila 


Moore, and three grandchildren, Sandra, Michael and David, 
all of Toronto. 


JOHN P. MATHESON 


John P. Matheson was born in Boisevan, Manitoba, in 
1901, and educated at St. John's School, Winnipeg, and at the 
University of Manitoba where he obtained an M.A. in Clas- 
sics in 1930. A year later he married Alice Harriet and took 
up a position at Choate School, Wallingford, Connecticut. 
Then finally, after tours of duty at St. John's, Winnipeg, and 
Appleby College in Oakville, Jack arrived in 1939 at Ridley 
to teach Latin and Greek, and take up residence as the House- 
master of Gooderham House. 

Jack also served as Housemaster of Dean's House and Mer- 
ritt House, and in 1949 he was appointed assistant to the 
Headmaster, Dr. J. R. Hamilton. In 1961, with the death of 
Dr. Hamilton, "Mattie" was appointed the Acting Headmaster 
of Ridley and, with a very steady hand, carried the School 
through a most difficult transitional period. 

During his 29 years at Ridley, Jack acted as teacher, coach, 
Housemaster and Headmaster, and to all of these roles he 
brought his own inimitable style and personality. 

For over a decade, starting in 1941, Jack coached the 1st 
Hockey Team to many successful seasons, and he was also 
the mentor of the 3rd Football Team for many years. His 
knowledge and playing experience in both these sports and his 
tremendous enthusiasm made him a popular and respected 
coach with all his players. He demanded fair play and good 
sportsmanship from his teams, but, no matter whether his 
team had won or lost the game, Jack always had a word of 
congratulations or encouragement for his players. 

As a Housemaster, Jack was known for his fairness, for his 
great sense of humour, and for his unexpected kindnesses, 
such as slipping into your room when you were about to 
settle down to an evening of boring homework and saying, 
"I've got two ducats for the T.P. Hockey game tonight. Do 
you want to go?"--there was only one answer--or coming into 
the dorm unannounced and inviting everyone into the Mathe- 
sons' home for buns and cocoa. In this fashion, Alice and 
Jack entertained endless numbers of Ridleians over the years. 

Witty, humourous, enthusiastic, he was a first-class racon- 
teur, and he never lost his ability to see the funny side of life. 
He laced his teaching of Latin with witticisms and anecdotes 
about everything from Julius Caesar to the Winnipeg Blue 
Bombers--the greatest football team in Canada, perhaps even 
in North America, according to Jack. 

On 1 July 1987, John P. Matheson died, and his family 
held a private service on July 3 in St. Catharines. The Ridley 
Association extends its deepest sympathies to his daughter 
Jane of Los Angeles, California, and his sons, Ian '56 of Ha- 
milton, and Barry '57 of St. Catharines. 

Your father has "crossed over the bar," but his memory lin- 
gers with all Ridleians whose lives he touched during his 29 
years as a Ridley master.

JONATHAN YOUNG '80 


Our last Tiger announced the sudden passing of Jonathan 
Young in February while he was enhancing his musical career 
in London, England. Historically speaking, what we did not 
allude to, regretfully, was that Jonathan represented the last 
male of the Merritt family dynasty at Ridley College. 

It was fitting that, in his last year at Ridley, and in Merritt 
House, he became a House Prefect. This dormitory residence, 
built in the Depression era, was named after T. R. Merritt, 
first president at Ridley College, a great-great-uncle to Jona- 
than, and T. R. Merritt in turn was the son of the Honorable 
William Hamilton Merritt, Jonathan's great-great-great- 
grandfather, builder of the first Welland Canal (1929) and a 
prime developer of the city of St. Catharines. 

From 1889 to 1908, Dr. W. H. Merritt, his great-great- 
grandfather, was the first medical doctor at Ridley; T. R. Mer- 
ritt II, student at Ridley from 1903 to 1914 and a member of 
the Board of Governors, was his grandfather, and, finally, T. 
R. Merritt IJ, student at Ridley 1934 to 1944, was his uncle, 
currently residing in Rockwood. Indeed, it was a fine Ridley 
family for Jonathan to follow. 

As a student, Jonathan was an athlete, singer and musician, 
and the pinnacle of his career here was receiving the Duke of 
Edinburgh Gold Medal in Ottawa, summer of '81, from His 
Royal Highness. One of Jonathan's life-long ambitions was 
to join the National Junior Fire Ranger program, and he did. 
Jonathan worked for two years as a media technician with the 
department of Computing and Communications Services at 

Brock University be- 
fore leaving for Eng- 
land. 

Jonathan's personal 
ambitions while at 
Ridley and in the com- 
munity reflect his fam- 
ily heritage, symboliz- 
ing the School motto: 
TERAR DUM PROSIM .

In the Tiger Pit

For the past three years, 
Ridley students have had the 
Opportunity to participate in 
various hands-on experiences 
in biology. These field in- 
vestigations have taken our 
students to places such as 
Canterbury Hills in nearby 
Ancaster, Science North in 
Sudbury, the New England 
States and Rhode Island in 
particular, and St. Andrews- 
by-the-Sea, New Brunswick. 
The lengths of these trips 
have been anywhere from 4 
days to a week in duration. 


Why conduct these trips? 
Much benefit can be gained 
by the students and staff in- 
volved in an environmental 
educational experience. At 
least seven goals have devel- 
oped which those involved 
can hope to attain during an 
extended field trip. There is 
no hierarchical order of im- 
portance to these goals, but 
they are interdependent. 


The first of these goals is 
to facilitate student-teacher 
and student-student rapport 
that often continues beyond 
the field trip and back into 
the classroom. Secondly, an 
out-of-class experience can 
serve to create and to pro- 
mote student responsibility 
and leadership. Thirdly, our 
program, in keeping with 


one of Ridley's mandates, 
creates an atmosphere which 
encourages meaningful so- 
cial interactions, many of 
which are sustained beyond 
the Ridley experience. Pure- 
ly from the realm of the sci- 
ences, the fourth goal is to 
allow the students the op- 
portunity to experience the 
environment firsthand. The 
fifth goal gives the students 
the chance to use particular 
techniques employed by the 
ecologist. The sixth goal is 
to place the discipline of bi- 
ology in an active and prac- 
tical context. While these 
last three goals can be 
achieved most practically on 
a biology field trip, they can 
be altered quite readily with- 
in the multidisciplinary 
world of education. Finally, 
anticipation of a field trip 
and the actual participation 
in an environmental experi- 
ence Can serve as a motivat- 
ing force for students to ral- 
ly together and work for the 
success of the experience. 


What do the students and 
staff experience together dur- 
ing these trips? In the class- 
room, students are taught 
the principles of biology, 
but outside they can explore 
things in their natural set- 
tings. The areas of investi- 
gation are limitless, allow- 
ing students to be creative in 
their questioning and to 
search for answers. The 
main thrust of these trips is 
environmental in scope. One 
of the primary areas of study 
is the marine ecosystem. 
Students are able to experi- 
ence ecology firsthand. 
Whether that be a day study- 


ing whales with the Centre 
for Coastal Studies off Prov- 
incetown, taking water sam- 
ples or pulling in a scallop 
drag with the University of 
Connecticutt's research team, 
or trekking through intertidal 
pools in New Brunswick 
collecting various species of 
seaweed and invertebrates, 
students gain a fuller picture 
of the role they play as par- 
ticipants and protectors of 
the delicate balance of na- 
ture. Students not only 


work in the field investigat- 
ing the chemical and physi- 
cal structures of fresh water 
and marine systems, and ter- 
restrial and subterrestrial 
biomes, but also work in the 


laboratory with field biolo- 
gists doing seaweed pigment 
chromatography, plankton 
identification, and amino 
acid assays. Or they might 
be seen with government 
scientists, and noted doctor- 
ates, analyzing data and dis- 
cussing the latest discoveries 
of technology in the war 
against marine pollution. 


A couple of past students 
capture in words exactly 
what they gained from these 
experiences: " a feeling of 


warm Satisfaction at seeing 
people closer as a result of 
the trip. Also, I received, 
tenfold, a richer enjoyment 
and understanding out of the 
trip as a result of the experi- 
ences. It brings everything 
into focus and clearer per- 
spective. To be able to 
learn something about the 
place you are visiting ena- 
bles you to feel part of it." 

"On the trip, I experienced a 
feeling of mental relaxation 
which I cannot recall experi- 
encing before, devoid of any 
parental, social or scholastic 
pressures. I was experienc- 
ing an ‘eight-day high'! The 
trip is now a memory but I 
feel more enriched from it." 





David Polis, a noted envi- 
ronmentalist who has done 
extensive research in educa- 
tion, once asked, "Must we 
always teach our children 
with books? Let them look 
at the mountains and the 
Stars up above,” he an- 
swered. "Let them look at 
the beauty of the waters and 
the trees and the flowers on 
the earth. They will then be- 
gin to think, and to think is 
the beginning of a real edu- 
cation."

Aldham Edward Robarts en- 
tered Ridley in January 1945 
and graduated in June 1947 
with five Firsts and four 
Seconds in his senior Ma- 
triculation. Accepted by the 
Faculty of Medicine at U of 
T, he switched at the last 
moment to Commerce and 
Finance. In his third year, he 
left university to begin a ca- 
reer with the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce. 

After attaining his Asso- 
ciation of Canadian Bankers’ 
diploma, Aldie sailed for 
England in January 1954 in 
order to see a bit of the 
world before settling down. 
After six years in Africa 
with a Liverpool firm and 
five years with Procter & 
Gamble, Aldie spent the 
next nine years working 
with the Thomson organiza- 
tion on eleven of their news- 
papers. Aldie left Thomson 
with its best wishes in June 
1973 to set up his own 
newspaper operation in Liv- 
erpool, and is now chairman 
and managing director of 


Globe Newspapers Ltd. 

At that time there were 
very few free distribution 
newspapers in Britain, and 
the Wirral Globe is today 
the longest-established free 
newspaper in the British 
Isles north of Derby, and 
has, since 1982, been the 
winner of twelve awards for 
excellence in various fields 
of activity--far more awards 
than have been won by any 
other free newspaper in that 
country. 

The basic concept of the 
Globe has been to achieve a 
top-quality distribution for 
readers and advertisers alike. 
The editorial policies are 
clearly set to provide lively 
and effective coverage of lo- 
cal news and views. 

The Globe was the first 
free paper in Britain to carry 
out any major research; an- 
nually, the publication is 
highly researched to ensure 
that the editorial, layout, de- 
sign and advertising policies 
are all on the right track. 

Today, the Globe is re- 
garded nationally as an out- 
standing newspaper and is 
one of the most profitable 
publications as well.

dergraduate daughters, come 
to Canada to see family and 
friends.
